ALF the delight of Christmas 
HH tor tne children is in the gitts 

they hide away for their fa- 
thers and mothers, sisters and 
brothers, all the relatives they can 
possibly manage to provide for. 
The more the merrier. 

Of course, the first thing they long 
to do is to go to the shops to buy 
the costliest gifts on the shelves 
but discovery of the practical diffi- 
culties in that direction soon dis- 
courages them. One must be ready 
with suggestions and with sound 
instruction about the nature of this 
giving. Get rid of the notion that 
the gifts must be expensive, profes- 
sionally made and commercially 
handled to make them worth while.

ILITARY service, in one form

ter of prime importance to 
young Americans in these times 
of national defense. The 
Post-Dispatch, in a series of brief 
daily articles, will endeavor to en- 
lighten its readers on the life, 
problems, promotions and rewards 
of the enlisted military men. In- 
formation for the articles has been 
obtained from military sources and 
is authentic. 

This opening sketch is an answer 
to the question—“What manner of 
man is the American soldier?” To 
be eligible for enlistment in the 
United States Army, the applicant 
must be an unmarried American 
citizen without dependents, 18 to 
35 years old, and must have at least 
an eighth-grade education. He must 
be of good moral character, with- 
out any criminal record, and must 
pass an intelligence test and a 
physical examination. Parents’ con- 
sent is necessary for the enlistment 
of youths under voting age. 

y physical examinations are 
thorough and exacting. The appli- 
cant strips to his skin and there- 
after undergoes a probing designed 
to reveal physical deficiencies. Cer- 
tain basic qualifications must be 
met, eliminating the too fat, the 
too lean, the extremely tall and the 
too short. Noman shorter than five 
feet nor weighing less than 106 
pounds will be accepted. At the 
other end is a height maximum of 
six feet, six inches, with weight in 
proportion. Laboratory tests are 
made to detect organic troubles. 

Blood pressure and heart beat 
are taken. Eyes, ears, lungs,

One cup chopped suet; one cup 
light brown sugar; one cup milk;

Mix ingredients. Half-fill but- 
tered molds.

Unmold 
and bake 10 minutes in a moderate 
oven to dry off. Serve hot with 
hard, foamy or any liquid sauce. 

These puddings can be made in 
advance and stored, covered in a 
cool dry place until time to serve. 
Then reheat by steaming 30 min- 
utes in a double boiler. 


SELECTING VEGETABLES. 

Take care that the vegetable has 
not been washed to give it a fresh 
appearance. Avoid dampness 
around it. Beets should be caked 
a bit with dirt showing they have 
not been handled a great deal.
